LON DON, ‘Dec. 10.—Miss Alice Paul of 
Philadelphia, the suffragette who was 
arrested Nov. 9 and sentenced to a 
month’s hard labor for her share in 
the suffragette demonstration at the 
Lord Mayor's banquet at the Guild Hall, 
was released from Holloway Jail yester- 
day on the completion of her term. She 
left the prison in a cab, accompanied 
by two wardresses, and went to the 
home of friends. A doctor was immedi- 
ately called to attend her. 

Although palpably ill, Miss Paul was 
cheerful, saying she did not regret her 
conduct and was prepared to repeat it 
again if necessary. She was unable to 
undergo the ordeal of an interview, but 
later she sent the correspondent a short 
statement by a friend. 


Fed Twice Daily by Force. 
Miss Paul said sne was the grand- 


daughter of a New Jersey #éudge and 
a master of Arts of the University of 
Pennsylvania... .She told this story of 
her prison .life:.. . 

“T practiced.a hunger strike until 
Noy. 11.. After that date they fed me 
twice a day.-by.force, except on ope 
day when I was-too ill to be touched. 
I have no complaints against the Hollo- 
way officials.- } spent the whole time 
in bed, because I refused to wear prison 
clothes. Each day I was wrapped in 
blankets and taken to anotiner cell to 
be fed, the food being via er through 
my nostrils. 

“During this operation the largest 
wardress in Holloway sat astride my 
knees, holding my shoulders down to 
keep me from bending forward. Two 
other wardresses sat on either side and 
held my arms. Then a towel was 
placed around my throat, and one doc- 
tor from behind forced my head back, 
while another doctor put a tube in my 
nostril. When it reached my throat my 
head was pushed forward. 

“Twice the tube came through my 
mouth and I got it between my teeth. 
My mouth was pried open with an in- 
strument. Sometimes they tied me to 
a chair with sheets. Once I managed 
to get my hands loose and snatched 
the tube, tearing it with my ‘teeth.. I 
also broke a jug, but I didn’t give in.”

Manufacturers Have Been 
Warned That Contracts Vio- 
late Anti-Trust Laws. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 10.—High prices of 
foodstuffs are being investigated by 
the United States District Attorney's 
office here because of complaints by 
the largest wholesale grocers that what 
seems to amount to a criminal con- 
spiracy exists among some manufactur- 
ers to maintain prices to the consumer. 

It is learned that several leading 
manufacturers of food products have 
been called before District Attorney 
Wise and informed that the contracts 
they have been using to force whole- 
salers to keep up pricés are in restraint 
of trade and a violation of the anti- 
trust law. > 

Now that discovery has been made of 
one of the evident causes of high 
prices the investigation will be pushed 
in meat contracts and some new con- 
tracts that are being forced upon 
wholesalers in the butter, egg and 
poultry trade. 

‘Officials behind the investigation will 
not discuss the likelihood of indict- 
ments against manufacturers or combi- 
nations formed to control certain lines 
of food, but it is certain that warnings 
have been quietly given that manufac- 
turers must obey the law. The manu- 
facturers have been forcing compliance 
with their high price contracts by means 
of. fines on: wholesalers and threats of 
boycott. :

(ELAYA'S ARREST 
AS A MURDERER 
ASKED IN SENATE 


Congress Urged to Confer 
Power for Capture of Nica- 
raguan on President. 


END OF REGIME NEAR 


Belief That Resignation Will 
Come Soon Starts Talk of 
a Successor. 


By Assceiated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—A resolution 
authorizing the President to take the 
necessary steps for the apprehension of 
President Zelaya of Nicaragua and for 
his punishment on the charge of mur- 
der, if the facts in the possession of the 
State Department warrant such action. 
was introduced today by Senator Ray- 
ner., 

The resolution recites the circum- 
stances connected with the execution of 
two Americans, Groce and Cannon, by 
order of President Zelaya, as generally 
understood through published reports 
from Nacaragua. The resolution will lle 
on the: table, and Senator Rayner has 
given notice he will address the Senate 
in its support. 

Evidence is multiplying that Zelaya 
intends to retire from the Presidency 
of Nicaragua. Reports te that effect are 
general throughout that country and the 
American consular officers seem to giv e 
credence to them. 

Successor Is Sought. 
The latest scrap of news from Nica- 
ragua reached the State Department this 
mofning and stated that Jose Madriz 
was being talked of as Zelaya’s suc- 
sessor. In the absence of definite in- 
formation on this point, it is assumed 
this suggestion comes from Zelaya’s 
friends, and for that reason, as well as 
others, his selection would be far from 
satisfactory to this Government. Madriz 
was chairman of the Nicaraguan delega- 
tion to the Central American Peace Con- 
ference, held here in 1907, and he was 
also elected secretary of the conference. 

At present he is the representative 
of the Nicaraguan Government in the 
Central American Court of Justice at 
Cartago, which is charged with the set- 
tlement of questions arising among the 
several Central American countries. His 
selection as Presiaent of Nicaragua 
would not be satisfactory to the United 
States. 

The cruiser Albany and the gunboat 
Yorktown which received hurried or- 
ders last week while at Magdalena Bay 
to proceed immediately to Corinto, the 
Pacific port of the capital of Nicaragua, 
are now half-way to that place. Yes- 
terday they departed from Acapulco, 
Mexico, after having taken ona supply 
of coal there. Upon their arrival at 
Corinto the gunboat Vicksburg, which 
has been in the port some days, will be 
relieved to go to Panama for fuel sup- 
plies. 


Rebel Surrender Refused. 

BLUEFIELDS. Nicaragua, Dec. 10.— 
Gen. Estrada was dumbfounded today 
when he learned that the object of the 
conference of Zelayan envoys with Gen. 
Fornos Diaz, representing the insurgent 
leader, was to demand the surrender of 
the insurgent army. 
Gen. Vasquez, in command of a divi- 
sion of Government troops hear Rama, 
on Wednesday preposed a conference to 
Gen. Estrada. The latter, believing that 
Vasquez sought opportunity for an ad- 
vantageous surrender, sent Gen. Diaz 
to meet him, 

When Diaz heard the demand for the 
surrender of the insurgents, he imme- 
diately declared that Vasquez was the 
one who should surrender:

Re-Elects Louisville Repre- 
sentative as President.

Taft Inference That St. Louis 
Gave River Trip Arouses 
a Turmoil.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—Joseph E. 
Ransdall, member of Congress from 
Louisiana, was re-elected president of 
the Rivers and Harbors Congress today 
at the closing session of this year’s 
convention. Capt. J. F. Ellison of Cin- 
cinnati was elected secretary-treasurer 
and John A. Fox of Arkansas was made 
@ special director. 

The congress passed a a resolution de- 
claring for' a new department in the 
Cabinet for the treatment of waterway 
improvements by regular annual ap- 
propriations and for the speedy com- 
pletion of waterway projects now un- 
der construction, to be paid eut of cur- 
rent revenues, if possible, otherwise 
for the sale of bonds. 

The resolutions made an appeal to 
Congress for an appropriation of $50,- 


+ 000,000 for river and harbor work; and 


$50,000,000 annually for 10 years there- 
after; express the belief that the rivers 
and harbors bill should be placed on 
an equal footing with the other great 
appropriation bills and condemn what 
is declared to be the present method 
of appropriation whereby the river and 
harbor bill carries only what may re- 
main after the other budgets have been 
authorized. 

It is declared that unless the water- 
ways of the United States are so im- 
proved as to provide the proper trans- 
portation facilities this country cannot 
Ahope to increase its domestic commerce 
or extend its foreign commerce as it 
should, or to take advantage of the 
opening of the Panama Canal, in order 
to compete with the markets of the 
world. 

The resolutions also call upon states 
and municipalities to preserve and pro- 
tect their dock and landing facilities, 
without which the improved channel 
would be hampered in its usefulness. 

Luaropean Policy Cited. 

Prof. Emory R. Johnson of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, special repre- 
sentative of the National Rivers and 
“Harbors Congress, with the National 
Waterways Commission on its Luropean 
trip, made a short report of the inspec- 
tion of European’s waterways. , 

He stated that on the continent of 
Europe it was the policy of the Govern- 
ment to regulate railways so as to pre- 
vent their making destructive warfare 
upon the waterways. This, he _ said, 
would have to be done by the United 
States. 


“European countries,” he said, “have 


‘not hesitated to borrow funds for wa- 


terways, where borrowing was neces- 
sary #0 economy. Nor should we hesi- 
tate. We ought, however, to berrow 
only when it is evident that a great 
and worthy project cannot be executed 
promptly from current revenues.”’ 

He said further that there avere only 
two ways in which the money sO bor- 
rowed should be paid back. One was 


' by charging tolls and dues for the use 


of the waterways and the other to get 
funds by general taxation. 

Secretary-Treasurer Ellison reported 
upwards of $8000 in the bank, which he de- 
plored, because he believed that such a 
national association should have little 
or no money saved up, in order that the 
work of education might go on. Special 
Director Fox urged larger appropria- 
tions for the use of the officers in car- 
rying on a wider educational movement, 
a larger publicity in carrying the prop- 
aganda into the interior of the coun- 
try. 

James E. Smith of St. Louls, chairman 
of the committee on resolutions, report- 
ed that the resolutions would go to the 
President and the Congress as a report 
from a great business organization and 
he believed they would be operated upon 
by those who are in control of the busi- 
-ness»of the country. 

He believed further that the great wa- 

_terways of the country should be devel- 
oped before “Dreadnoughts” need be 
built to fight imaginary foes. 

The resolutions unanimously were 
adopted and a committee appdinted with 
James E. Smith as chairman and the 
chairman of the state delegations to 

| present them to the President of the 
United States, the Vice- President and 
the Speaker of the House.

President Vail Explains Advan- 
tages of Business Under 
One Control. 


DELAY IS OBVIATED 


With Common Head -Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Can Be 
, Used Simultaneously. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YOR, Dec. 10.—The practical 
side of the telegraph and _ telephone 
business under the control of a single 
concern was explained to some extent 
by Theodore N. Vail,. president of the 
American Telephone and Telegraph Co., 
before the Joint Legislative Committee 
which is looking into the advisability 
of putting these interests under the su- 
pervision of the Public Service Commis- 
gion. His explanation followed an af- 
firmative answer to a question from the 
commission's counsel, Ephraim J. Page: 

“Will the merger with the Western 
Union result in public benefit?’ 

The two businesses were distinct, Mr. 
Vail said, but with a common head the 
wires of each could be utilized, for the 
other. At least 7% per cent of the tele- 
phone trunk lines could be used for tele- 
graph purposes and 60 per cent of the 
telegraph trunks could be used for the 
two purposes simultaneously. Telephone 
service demanded two wires, so that one 
telephone wire could replace two tele- 
graph wires. 

The whole trouble with telegraphing in 
this country now, Mr. Vail centinued, 
was in the delay getting messages to 
and from the offices. If every sub- 
ecriber were to be placed in direct com- 
munication with a telegraph office and 
this arrangement were extended over 
the whole system of the telephone com- 
pany, Mr. Vail thought the service ren- 
dered would be almost instantaneous. 


Merger Plan Long in View. 
In fact, he testified that it had been 


phone people had gone to the pains of 
perfecting the system and making it as 
Lnearly complete as possible. This was 
taken by, many of the committee to 
mean that the telephone concern had 
been intending to take over the Western 
Union much longer than was generally 
supposed. 

Turning from this, Mr. Page asked 
whether the witness favored a monop- 
oly in such a city as New York. Mr. 
Vail smilea as he replied that he was in 
favor of a monopoly because he thought 
the telephone business was a natural 
monopoly. 

“Would you favor haying it controlled 
by the Government?’ asked Mr. Page. 

“That depended upon the nature of 
the regulation,’’ said Mr. Vail. He saw 
no objection to proper supervision. 

Mr. Page asked him whether he 
thought supervision of character and 
quality of service would be reasonable. 
Mr. Vail thought that it was to the 
company’s interest to see that its serv- 
ice was on a high plane. The great 
difficulty with regulation was that un- 
tried theories were likely to be saddled 
on the telephone business, with possible 


jloss to the company. 


“But do you see any wrong in the 
theory of public regulation,’’ was Mr. 
Page’s question. 

“I don’t care to express an opinion on 
that except to refer you to my last two 
reports,” answered Mr. Vail. ‘TI still 
think the same way.”’ 

Considers Charges Fair. 

He was asked whether he considered 
the company’s charges fair in all cases. 

“So long as we don’t pay an unrea- 
ponable dividend the rates can’t be con- 
sidered unreasonable,” said Mr. Vail. 
“We have to have capital on hand all

turn on investments.” 

He said that he didn’t consider a re- 
turn of 8 per cent unreasonable for a 
public utility company. 

“Ts it unreasonable to charge enough 
to build up a surplus and then capitalize 
that surplus and charge enough to pay 
dividends on the surplus?” asked Mr. 
Page. 

“Capitalizing a surplus may be proper, 
but it isn’t feasible any more for a pub- 
lic utility corporation,’’ was the reply. 
“But I don’t see any objection to run- 
ning up @ surplus if yeu don’t intend to 
capitalize it some day, and if it isn’t big 
enough to allow extraordinary divi- 
dends.’’ 

“But then,” sald Mr. Page, “you 
could invest that surplus if it got un- 
reasonbly high, pay expenses and divi- 
dends ort of the returns and give serv- 
ice to the public fer nothing. Is that 
sor” 

“It might be possible,” replied Mr. 
Vail, as he and the committee smiled. 
He added that there could not be any 
objection te reasonable regulation, and 
it seemed that it was only a question 
of what was reasonable. He thought 
that was “keeping a man from doing 
sumething he ought net to do.” Mr. 
Page believed that sounded altruistic, 
but he doubted if they could agree on

Secrets for Which Sanitol 
Company Paid $500,000 
Are Attacked. 








ADMITS $10,000 DEMAND 





Former Employe of Concern 
Says Money Was Due Him 
for Facial Remedy. 





Augustus J. R. Muller, former chemist 
of the Sanitol Chemical Laboratory Co., 
and one of the plaintiffs in the receiv- 
ership suit of minorit; stockholders 
against the company, testified that all 
of the seven formulas for preparations 
which Herman C. G. Luyttes sold to the 
company for $500,000 worth of Sanitol 
stock were not entirely -jriginal with 


and in a journal of chemistry printed in 
1901 were compared with the formulas 
exchanged by Luyties for stock. 

In regard to Luyties’ formula for anti- 
septic liquid the witness said there was 
a difference in the essential oj] used 
in the Sanitol formula and the book 
formula and also as to the amount of 
alcohol. The book formula called for 
wintergreen flavoring, while the Luyties 
formula prescribes peppermint. 

‘the materials specified in the Luyties 
face cream formula are precisely the 
same, Muller said, as those in the book. 
The proportions, however, are different, 
he stated. There was nothing unusual 
in Mr. Luyties’ bath powder formula, 
the witness asserted. The principal in- 
gredients; he said,;-are borax and per- 
fume. 

“One might just as well use soap,’’ the 
witness added. 

The Luyties’ shaving foam formula, 
Muller testified, appeared to him to be 
an exact copy of the book formula. 
Muller was asked about the tooth- 
brush formula of Mr. Luyties. He an- 
swered that as long as he was with the 
company no toothbrushes were made by 
it. The Sanitol toothbrushes, he testi- 
fied, were imported from France and 
Japan. He was asked to compare two 
Sanitol toothbrushes, a prophylactic 
toothbrush and one purchased in a 10- 
ec.nt store. After examining the four 
brushes Muller said he could see no dif- 
ference. 

On cfoss-examination Muller said he 
had been discharged by Luyties because 
he made a demand on the company for 
$10,000, which, he declared, was due him 
under a contract if he prepared a form- 
ula for a satisfactory facial cream. He 
admitted he failed to write the formuia 
in a book when told to do so by the 
company’s secretary, ard also admitted 
copying some shipping invoices of the 
Sanitol Co. 

The trial of the case was resumed in 
Judge Wiluams’ Court Friday. An- 
other night session was held Thurs- 
day.

After the conference ‘t was stated 
hat former Lieutenant-Covernor Charles 
P. Johnson may be called into the -ase 
for the defense, but that Judge Bishop 
will reprezent the Doxeys, at least in 
the early stages of the case. 

Dr. Doxey was again asked for a 
statement as to whether he shipped ar- 
senic to his wife from Columbus, Neb., 
and whether he cashed a draft for $2700 
the amount - the insurance on Erder’s 
life. 

“By the advice of my attorney I can- 
not answer those questions,’’ he said. 
“Judge Bishop doesn’t want me to talk 
as much as I have been talking.

hereafter be made in a uniform way. 
The carriers are required to adopt this 
classification. 

The Commission is authorized to con- 
sider rates on its own motion with a 
view to determining their reasonable- 
ness, and is empowered to fix maximum 
2nd minimum rates. 

In any action instituted in court to set 
asidé an order of the Commission re- 


specting the rates, the courts are pfe- 


vented from inquiring tmto the reason- 
ableness or sufficiency of any rate fixed 
by the Commission. 

The bili: provides that changes in rates 
shall not become effective until they are 
approved by the Commission. It pro- 
hibits the acquisition of control by any 
coynmon carrier of any parallel compet- 
ing line, or from acquiring the capital 
stock or bonds of any other carrier 
which is 8 competitor. 

Stocks Paid For at Par. 

By the terms of the bill a carrier is 
prohipited from issuing any capital stock 
without payment at par, either in money 
or in property and, in effect, the Com- 
mission shall have supervision of the 
issues of stocks and bonds by any car- 
rier. Specific directions are given for 
the disposition of the proceeds of any 
sale of bonds. 

After Jan. 1, 1911, no carrier doing in- 
terstate business shall be permitted to 
engage in‘any other business than that 
of a common carrier.

Senator Dolliver of Iowa, who “‘in- 
surged” and took several shys at the 
woolen schedule along with other things, 
thought of a nice little postiffice into 
which a friend would just fit. He has- 
tened to the White House while the 
iron was hot. He requested an audi- 
ence with the President. After Mr. 
Dolliver had rested in a leather-cush- 
fjoned chair until his temper began to 
rise like a hot-air balloon, a messenger 
sauntered along and said: 

“The President says he is unable to 
see you. He will try to see you next 
week.”’ 

Senator Dolliver hastily remembered 
that the President will be in New York 
Monday, and his temper soared a few 
miles higher. 

“Please tell the President.’’ said Mr. 
Dolliver, with great vigor, and he has 
lots of it, ‘‘that if he sees me he will 
send for me.”’ 

It will be recalled that when Mr. Taft 
made his speaking tour through Iowa 
during the campaign he was accompa- 
nied by Mr. Dolliver. When Mr. Taft's 
throat cracked or his voice failed, Mr. 
Dolliver’s husky lungs came tv the 
rescue and rested the candidate. When 
President Taft passed through Iowa 
on his thirteen-thousand-mile trip this 
year, Mr. Dolliver remained in his tent 
and Mr. Taft’s throat and voice went 
to wreck and ruin for all he cared. 

Senator Dolliver’s sad experience in 
seeking an audience with the President 
has thrown the little band of the Senat: 
insurgents into turmoil of consterna- 
tion. It looks to them as if the Pres!i- 
dent intends to hand them aé good, 
fatherly spanking whenever the op- 
portunity is presented.

If Jeffries has not won 
in the twentieth round, Johnson ought 
surely to win.

The Frick 
interests of Pittsburg have heavy in- 
vestments in these roads, ana the bring- 
ing of these interests into close con- 
nection with St. Louis could not but 
profit the city. 
Benefit of Separate Terminals. 

“A city as large as St. Louis should 
not be content with a union rallway 
station. Chicago wouldn't stand for 
such a thing and has four or five in- 
dependent terminals.
